To the Chairman and gentlemen of the School Committee: 

In accordance with the requirements of the law and custom 
it becomes my duty to submit for your consideration the four- 
teenth annual report of the Superintendent of Schools, said 
report being for the school year of 1883-4. 

The annual election of our town officers in March last left 
the School Committee constituted as follows: viz., Robert 
Armstrong, Wm. C. Chipman, Sarah T. McLaughlin, David 
A. Hoxie, Henry W. Goodspeed, Benjamin Cook, Levi S. 
savery, Chas. H. Burgess, 2d., S. S: Ryder, Isaac N. Small, 
Geo. I. Briggs, Abraham Phinney, Elisha H. Burgess, Chas. 
Dillingham. The members whose term expires in March are 
as follows: Wm. C. Chipman, Abraham Phinney, Sarah T. 
McLaughlin, H. W. Goodspeed, and S. S. Ryder. 

ORGANIZATION, | 

Subsequent to the annual meeting, the Board organized for 
the new year as follows: Chairman, Chas.:H, Burgess, 2d,; 
Superintendent and Secretary, Chas. Dillingham; Commit- 
tee on the High School and text books, Chas. H. Burgess, 
Benj. Cook, Chas. Dillingham. Ephraim C. Percival was 
chosen to act as local Committee at Farmersville. 

The sum of fifty dollars was voted for the purchase of a 
globe and books of reference for the Grammar School at Mon 
ument; also twenty five dollars for the school at Wakeby.

SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND PROPERTY. 

No extensive repairs have been made during the past year, 
except at Jarvesville. The house at West Sandwich has had 
a new hard pine floor in the Grammar school room, and some 
other minor repairs, the expense of which will be found in its 
proper place. The house at Scorton has been painted and 
that at Spring Hill has had outside blinds for the windows, 

The house at Jarvesville, or Factory Village, which was in- 
jured by fire, has been repaired, and the two schools, Primary 
and Intermediate, are now being taught there. At the time 
of the fire the building was insured in the Barnstable County 
Mutual Office, for fifteen hundred dollars. The company of- 
fered to put the building in as good repair as before, or pay 
the town three hundred and twenty-seven dollars and forty 
cents, ($327.40). It was thought best to aecept the last 
proposition and sell the building as it stood for what it would 

ring, with the understanding that a new house was to be 
~ uilt during the summer, as the town had already instructed a 
special committee so to do; but owing to a division of opinion 
among the patrons of the school in regard to the proposed |o- 
cation, the town refused to accept the report of the committee, 
consequently the project of building was abandoned until the 
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town should take furtheraction. Being left without any place 
to hold the Spring term of the twoschools, we were compelled 
to hire such rooms as were best adapted for the purpose, 
making the best terms we could for the rental. Finding the 
amount for the year would equal or exceed the cost of repair- 
ing, and one of the rooms hired affording very poor accom- 
modations, it was thought advisable to repair the old rooms. 
The house is probably as comfortable now as before the fire 
but the conditions are the same in all respects, as when a 
committee of experienced carpenters chosen by the town, ad- 
vised to dispose of it and erect a new house on another site. 
Nothing has been done to relieve permanently the pressure 
of pupils in the Sub-Primary department on School street. It 
were found at the opening of the Spring term that there 
was more children than one teacher could instruct and keep 
in order at the same time, or be seated in the room, The 
school was therefore divided and fifteen removed to another 
building in charge of another teacher. At the opening of the 
Fall term, after the promotions had been made, the school 
was somewhat relieved, the following method was tried and 
proved very satisfactory. The first half of the afternoon was 
devoted to the two younger classes; they were then dismissed 
and the remainder of the session devoted to the first class. I 
advise at the opening of the Spring term, when the room will 
probably again be overflowing, the school be divided into two 
divisions, and each day nominaily into four sessions, of one 
hour and a half; each division attending one session in the 
morning and afternoon. I believe this would not only be con- 


dusive to the progress of the children, but very much to their 
health. This is the only practical solution of the difficulty 
until the town is ready to enlarge the present building, or pro- 
vide a room elsewhere. The seating capacity of all the other 
buildings is ample; no rooms are fully occupied at present, 
except the Grammar school room on School street, and at 
Monument, and more desks can be put into both of these if 
required. 


EXPENDITURES. 

As has before been stated, there have been maintained dur- 
ing the past year twenty two schools, one more than last year, 
employing twenty three teachers. The cost has been con- 
siderably in excess of several previous years. The items of 
expenditure will appear in detail intheir proper place, and a 
word of explanation may be appropriate at this point. First 
in order to secure an efficient corps of teachers we have, for 
the past two years, been obliged to pay increased compensa- 
tion. ‘The whole cost of the new school at Wakeby, last year, 
except forty-one dollars, appears this, owing to the delay in 
finishing thehouse. for the same reasonninety-five dollars 
of the cost of the Farmersville school, appears in this year's 
expense. Quite extensive repairs were made last year on the 
School street house, most of the bills for which were not ren- 
dered until after Jan. 1, 1883. The repairs on the Jarvesville 
house and the rent of two rooms forthe Spring term, have 
largely increased the expense of that school, which ‘is really 
only apparent, as the amount received for insurance fully cov- 
ers the additional expenditure. Again, on Jan. 1, 1884, the 
amount due the teachers was all paid except one hundred and 
twenty dollars. a very unusual occurrence, as several hundred 
dollars have frequently remained nnpaid at the close of the 
year. 

These extraordinary expenses will not probably again occur; 
there will therefore be no necessity for an increased appropria- 
tion to meet the current expenses of the present year, except 
for the new school at South Sandwich, which wil require three 
hundred dollars. ; 

FUTURE REPAIRS. 

The houses at Farmersville and Spring Hill should” be 

painted on the outside, and the grounds around the house at 


the .Furnace hardened in some way, particularly in front, to 
prevent so much sand being carried into the halls and school 
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room. If the building at the Factory Village is to be used 
for educational purposes for any length of time, it must 
receive further repairs. In its present condition it is a dis- 
grace to any community. 

OurR TEACHERS AND THEIR WorK. 

The schools of the town have generally enjoyed a pros- 
perous year. There have been quite a number of new and in- 
experienced teachers added to our list, but they have generally 
been successful in their work as shown by the progress 
of the schools under their charge. As in years past 
some have been enticed away by offers of more remunerative 
positions in other towns. We take the ground that teachers 
whose qualifications are so conspicuous as to win for them 
calls to other places, are, asa general thing, those whom we 
can least afford to lose, and that the town’s money is better 
expended in retaining their services here, than in supplying 
their places with cheap and inferior substitutes. A wise 
economy will invariably lead to the selection of that kind of 
service, which, though not extravagant, is worth what it costs. 
_ There is in our day the greatest diversity of opinion as_ to 
the methods of instruction. Eminent men are giving much 
attention to this matter, and as a result we are undergoing a 
series of experiments; for each man would see his own theory 
in practice, or, in other words, establish his “system,” to 
which all children must conform; a kind of intellectual mill, 
into which minds must be put, and finally ground out, each 
having the same mental shape; no allowance being made _ for 
the difference of nature’s original gifts. 

Then, happily, there are other educators, who regard each 
child as a single individual existence, to be treated as such. 
A being to be first entirely comprehended, and then in- 
telligently taught, by means of such peculiar and personal 
adaptation to himself as to lead him to naturally unfold his 


own nature, to put forth his own strength, and finally to de- 
pend upon his own powers. 
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No vessel starts out for a long voyage partly equipped; 
neither should a child start on his course educated only in 
part, but rather all that he is capable of learning should be 
‘taught him. It is not enough that his percent in Aritmetic 
be high, or that he answers each question in Geography cor® 
rectly. What does he really know of what he recites? In 
other words, how much real progress has he made? For pro. 
gress to be worthy the name is actual development a strengthen 
ing of the powers of the mind which shall fit the individual to 
deal with the problems of life, as they shall one by one present 
themselves to him. “To effectually grasp and master the 
problems of life, the head, the hand and the heart must be 
educated; the true sentiments of life implanted and fostered; 
the graces, the humanities, the divine charities; for then and 

not before, will education be started upon a right basis.” 

It is wellthat the pupil be instructed as to his relation to 
society at large, and to the individual; to know what he is toex 
pect from the world, and what the world will inturn expect 
‘from him. In order to bring about this most desirable result, 
it is of primary importance that principles be taught instead 
of facts, to discipline rather than cram the mind, to teach 
how to learn and to train and develop all the faculties of the 


child. 
The chief end we may say then, the all important work in 


our common schools, should not only be to gain complete and 
thorough instruction in elementary knowledge, but to fill our 
children with a love of justice, truthfulness, honesty, obedi- 
ence, temperance, and fidelity to every trust. We shall then 
-have accomplished a result: of greater moment than intellectu- 
al development, and of greater. good to them and to society. 

y DISCIPLINE. 

The efficacy of school government must depend in a great 
measure on the manner in which teachers exercise their au- 
thority. A school may be well governed and not well kept; 
for what are the rules of a school room to a child who is not 
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properly instructed in regard to them? Mere hedges to keep 
the flock from straying. A device to save trouble and annoy- 
ance. A teacher may have a very complete system of disci- 
pline, excellent order, and good recitations, and yet accom- 
‘plish little in the way of education. If rules suppress, and 
sternness compels the children to hide their faults, how can 
we correct what we do not know to exist? 

We often find that the best scholars in deportment, with 
some teachers, are the most troublesome with others, and this 
result brings us to what we have already menticned, that our 
duty is study each child, and seek to do what is best for the 
individual mind; in all cases teaching him the benefits of self- 
control, and then leaving him to master himself. 

H1GH SCHOOL. 

The administration of the High School has remained in the 
hands of the same teachers as last year. In its general work 
it has been successful, as shown by the progress of the pupils 
during the year. At the examination for admission a class of 
thirteen was found qualified to enter. Three of the class _re- 
siding in Monument, attend the school at Wareham. At the 
beginning of the term six others, some of whom had previous 
ly attended the school, were admitted, making an addition of 
sixteen at the beginning of the school year. The school now 
numbers fifty, an increase of nine over last year. 

A more detailed statement of the work and progress of the 
school will be found in the concluding pages of this report, 
submitted by the Principal. 

CONCLUSION. 

What our schools shall be will depend upon what the public 
demands. It is needless to assert, that no methods, no super- 
vision can avail, unless those who administer school affairs 
embody the best views and sentiments, and the highest  in- 
telligende of the public whose servants they are.

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Report of the Principal of the High School. 


In making my second annual report tothe citizens of Sandwich 
I am glad to say that I can speak of progress in several di- 
rections. The school is much larger; while last year all the 
seatsin the building were not occupied, at the beginning of the 
present school year, last September, not only were all the old 
seats required, but we were obliged to put in eight more, an en- 
tirely new row. For a time every desk was in use, fifty-six in 
all, but, as is always the case, several scholars have dropped 
out from various causes. 

I can also report a remarkable interest in regular atten- 
dance. This was the case when | came here and _ has re- 
mained so. There are almost no cases of absence or tardiness 
without a very good reason, andthe effort that is made by 
many of the pupils to be punctually and regularly in their 
places is truly praise-worthy. Two matters in this connection 
both fruitful cases of necessary absence, need the attention of 
the town. In the first place it would be well to make some 
provision to assist the scholarsfrom Spring Hill and the East- 
ern districts in getting to school. Why not for these as_ well 
as for those from the West, for both? There is no more im- 


ue 


portant duty of a people than to provide generous facilities 
or the education of the youth, the coming generation. In my 
estimation, and [ follow the lead of all the wisest and broadest- 
minded men of the country, education is the last place to re- 
trench and economize. Almost every pupil who comes from 
out of the village isin the front rank. They are, almost to an 
individual, among the very best scholars in school. I suppose 
they are the ones who in their various districts are ambitious 
to learn. They make an effort to come, and come to work, 
and come as regularly as they can under the circumstances, 
the long distance and the bad walking. They ought to re- 
ceive help. 

The other matter concerns not only those I have spoken of, 
who have to add to the long, hard walk the climb of the miser- 
able path up our hill, but all the village scholars, the teachers, 
and the friends, who once in a long time find courage to come 
to see us. Thata road up the hill is needed does not express 
the matter at all. Not to have one is a positive disgrace. It is 
an outrage to ask any one to go four times a day through such 
a mass of mud and slush as is on that steep side the larger 
part of the Winter and Spring. I must not enlarge upon this 
here. The scholars plead their own case. I wish as many as 
can will read the two compositions published in the REVIEW 
of Jan. 19 and 26, But better still I wish they would try to 
walk up to the school or down to Spring Hill some muddy or 
slushy day. There is nothing like experience after all. | 
have tried both walks, one quite often. I wish others would 
do the same, and every one talk and help usin every way. to 
have an evenly graded, straight road, with a walk of gravel or 
cinders, or something beside mud. The present way is too 
long and crooked to clear from snow, and, if the snow were 
removed, we should be no better off on rainy days, for we should 
only be let into the mud underneath. The matter will probably 
be before the town-meeting, and, if every voter who is a friend 
of the school will take pains to be present, perhaps to talk, 
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OY 
surely to vote in our behalf, all the most forcible objections to 
the site of the building will be removed, and we can get along 
very well. But if those who want it are indifferent, the ob. 
jectors, and there are always some to every movement, will 
carry their point, and we shall be left another year. 

One of the most important facts in the history of the school 
during the town year just closing, is the adoption of the rule 
that no pupil {falling below 75 per cent. in general average 
can be promoted from a lower to a higher class, and that any 
pupil falling below 60 per cent. in any single study must  re- 
view it and pass an examination upon it, reaching 60 per cent 
before he can be in full standing in his class. At the time 
that these rules were adopted I felt confident of their wisdom, 
both because in themselves they seemed to promise good re- 
sults, and because I was aware that similar rules were adopted 
and enforced in many places. I have been confirmed in my 
views in both respects. The effect has been very good. 
There is a certain tone of work, realstudy, growing out of the 
knowledge that certain results must be reached, that was 
lacking a year ago. Then,as I read of and visit other schools, 
| find fresh instances of the application of the principle, and 
am encouraged by the support that comes from finding good 
company on one’s way. Among others, I visited last fall 
the High School of Cambridge, under the management of Mr. 
Bradbury, the author of the widely used series of Mathematics. 
While he showed me through the school of five or six hnn 
dred pupils, | should think, I found that he had a considerable 
number of scholars who were going over their work for the 
second time, and some for the third. He sets a certain stan- 
dard, and those who do not reach it, simply have to go_ back. 
{ know of no first-class school in the country where some such 
rule is not observed. The moral effect of such a method, 
strictly enforced and applied todaily recitations, as it is in our 
school, is good. _ [t teaches pupils that every day they are 
making a record; that every recitation goes to make up the

result; that faithful, persistent, daily work brings its reward; 
that carlessness and shiftlessness deprives of honor and brings 
trouble in school, as it willafterwards in the world, unless bad 
habits are overcome. We make requirements which are very 
reasonable, if anything, not great enough. We wantto be 
sure to give a fair chance to all. In order to accomplish this 
work well, most, if not all, the scholars, should spend an hour 
or more of vigorous study at home. The best scholars do this 
and more. If any one does not find work to do at home, the 
probability is that he is not doing very well in some lessons 
at least. Parents are requested to bear this in mind. Those 
who cannot come up to this reasonable standing ought not to 
graduate and have a diploma, else a diploma is a sham. These 
pupils may, of course, come and learn what they can. Buta 
certificate of honorable graduation ought to mean something. 
Those who carelessly neglect their work, surely ought not to 
be allowed to do so. As I said before there is an atmosphere 
of work about the school, that was lacking in many pupils last 
year. This I trace very largely to this rule and its enforce- 
ment. Not only are the practical results good in themselves, 
but, from some indicationsI have had, the standing of the 
school is recognized outside, and will be:an honor to the town 


In my report of last year I said that I realized that telling 
was not teaching, that we should measure success by what the 
scholar told us, not by what we told him. I regard it as an 
important part of a teacher’s work to train pupils in the use 
of language, not merely to recite the words of the book, but 
to organize and express the thought in their own way, and to 
present their own ideas entirely independently, as in explain- 
ing examples, and sometimes in talking about side matters 
suggested by the lesson. 1 have adhered to this policy 
throughout the year and tried to carry it out by a careful sys 
tem of analysis of the lessons, aiming to teach pupils to mem- 
orize thoughts, not words, to gather the facts around some 
central idea. By persistent effort this has gradually accom- 
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plished considerable I can see as I look back over the weeks 
and months real progress. Some days, under favorable cir- 
cumstances, when the scholars get up and make long recita- 
tions in their own words and in very good English, it seems 
as if we had almost fully attained what we were seeking. | 
recall instances where a scholar has delivered quite a little 
speech, making his points with clearness and force, Then at 
other times, the dark days, they fail. But that they often suc- 
cecd shows me that they have learned how. One instance of 
this I will mention. Unexpectedly to the scholars, Mr. Dill- 
ingham came up to the school one morning at the end of last 
term, in December, and gave to the class in Physics a test 
question. He happened to take one that we had not referred 
.to in class since last June, before the long vacation. Some 
gave up the battle before they tried, but the larger part went 
to work and did something. The papers were given to Mr. 
Dillingham, and he took them away. He brought them with 
him to the exercises of the closing afternoon of the term, said 
many of them were very good, and called upon four or five of 
scholars to read to the friends what they had written. What 
was most pleasing to me was the fact that each read off a 
page or more of matter he had written at a moment’s no- 
tice, upon.a subject he must have as permanent furnishing of 
his own mind, it having been six mouths since he studied it, 
and that every paper, while in very good English, was differ- 
ent from all the others. [trace this to the fact that each 
scholar had fixed in mind the thought and not the words, and 
expressed himself in his own way. Beside the training to the 
powers of expression, facts learned in this way are retained, 
while words slip from the mind. This also is shown by what 
I have just related. 

One more aim somewhat associated with the last is indepen- 
dent work. I find all the time that the scholars lean too mnch 


on the teacher. When they come to a hard place, instead of 
grappling with the difficulty, willing to work, puzzle it over, 
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finally conquer and gaina victory of which they themselves 
might be proud, they are likely to give up entirely, because 
they cannot see the whole at first. They want it all explained 
and drilled, and then they will recite it. I must not take 
space to treat of this matter very fully, but I regard this hab 
it as, to some extent, a fault of normal school methods, not a 
necessary part of the system by any means, but a tendency in 
the reaction from the old way in which the pupil was left too 
much to confuse himself over difficulties which it was not pos- 
sible for him to master, to a system of removing too. many of 
the hard places, and so giving no opportunity for the cultiva- 
tion of real, independent strength. 

There is another part of my work that I would like to speak 
of briefly. Into it I put fully as much heart, if not as much 
time, as into the regular intellectual training. I refer to the 
subject of morals, and not a cold, formal morality with no 
foundation but shifting sentiment, but a living, vital morality, 
¢erowing out of, as the only sufficient foundation, a sense of 
individual responsibility to God. From the very beginning, 
as I have looked forward to my duties as a teacher, I felt that 
I wanted to work out this idea as fully as I could see my 
way clear. Above all things I do not believe in Godless 
schools. And there seems to be a very general sentiment in 
this direction. | am surprised as I go to meetings of educa- 
tors here and there to find how fully, and more than fully, these 
ideas. I have had more or less indefinitely, are developed and 
dwelt upon. Each Institute held for the teachers of this re- 
gion by the State Board of Education has closed with a most 
thoughtful, earnest and impressive paper upon morality foun- 
ded in religion. The same body of men have been all over 
the State with the same ideas. And during the Christmas 
vacation at the meeting in Boston of the Massachusetts State 
Association of Teachers, at which many of the leading educa 


tors of Boston and the whole State were present, this same 
spirit was very manifest. I see it continually in’ educational 
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journals and the press at large. The schools of our country 
were not Godless at frst, and there are strong reasons to _ be- 
lieve that the people will not let them become so. This wide- 
spread feeling is asign of great hopefulness for the future of 
schools, our country, and the highest welfare of the children. 

By means of our entertainment last summer we made some 
very valuable a:iditions to our Physical apparatus. This has 
been of great help in our work. We hope to have another en- 
tertainment sometime during the Spring. I had sometime 
ago thought of an evening with Tennyson, and his recent eleva- 
tion tothe peerage will add appropriateness and interest to the 
subject. We would like all to be looking forward to this be- 
forehand, and be getting ready to give us as much help as 
they gave us last summer. 

In conclusion, | would say I have stated quite freely my 
wishes and plans, as this seems a convenient way of reaching 
the parents and friends of theSchool. And I would express 
my desire for their cordial assistance and co-operation in 
everything of which they can approve. I once heard it said 
that if a man in a public position did not have more than half 
a dozen stories about him in circulation, he should consider 
himself fortunate. I do not, of course, expect to escape 
criticism. No man who ever did anything else ever did that. 
All I have to do is simply to go ahead, doing as well as I can 
what I think isbest. But what | am able to accomplish must 
depend largely upon the sentiment of the community, helping 
or hindering. Especially is it necessery to the highest suc- 
cess that there should be. perfect harmony between parents 
and teachers. I appreciate and am gratified that this has ex- 
isted in so large a measure in the past, and my assistant and 
myself ask in the future of parents and friends their hearty 
sympathy and support, that we may secure the highest possi- 
ble efficiency and welfare of the school.
